He is also a Commander of the Belgian of 
Leopold ; a Chevalier of the Order of Wasa, Sweden- 
Norway; a Knight of the Grand Cross of the Order 
of Francis Joseph of Austria; a Grand Officer of the 
French Legion of Honour; Grand Officer of the Order 
of the Crown of Italy; Commander of the Order of 
Pius IX., Rome; ight Grand Cross of the 
Portuguese Order of Christ; i Grand Cross of 
the Norwegian Order of the Polar Star; Knight Grand 
Cross of Order of Orange Nassau, Holland; and 
a holder of the Prussian Order of the Crown, First

HOW PRISONERS ARE FLOGGED 
TO-DAY. 

Aurnoucs the eleven floggings ordered by Mr. 
Justice Lawrence to be inflicted upon prisoners at the 
recent Glamorgan Assizes are unprecedented in point 
of number since the old garrotting days, the actual 
whippings themselves will not be nearly so painful 
as they then were. ‘ 

For at that time the army-pattern “cat,” as it was 
called, was in use. This was made of whipcord, and 
was furnished with “blood knots” specially designed 
to lacerate the flesh of the culprit. 

The modern cat, on the other hand, is made of a 
special kind of strong twine, carefully bound with 
silk at the ends to prevent it varanasi and as it 
ig destitute of knots, it does not b: the skin, 
much less injure the underlying tissues. 

Nevertheless, the punishment inflicted by it is not 
exactly pleasant ; al each a the nine Eo is, of 
course, a separate whip to intents and purposes, 
so that a sentence of twelve lashes means 108 distinct 
cuts.

The Last of the Prize-fighters. 
Att my middle-aged readers who take the slightest 


interest in the art of self-defence will be familiar 
with tho name of Jem Mace, and will remember 
his prowess in the ring. And to all younger 
readers his name is still well known as the man 
who was champion pugilist of the world for so many 
years. Jem Mace, now a hale and hearty old 
fellow of nearly eighty, was the last of Britain’s 
prize-fighters. There are no such things as prize- 
fights to-day, which is a good thing. Instead of 
that we have scientific boxing matches, in which 
the contestants win on points. In the old days 
these bruisers used to fight hour after hour with 
bare fists until one of them fell. It was a brutal 
sport, and we are never likely to see it revived. 
But in all fighting contests, whether they be between 
men in the ring, or on the battlefield, there is a 
wonderful fascination, especially if tuld by one of 
the fighters himself. This is especially so in the 
case of a champion. For this reason, the life of 
Jem Mace is of peculiar interest. In it he tells 
how he first’ took 5 prize-fighting as a profession, 
and how ho fought his way to the championship of 
the world, beating all the big mcn_pitted against 
him, both English and American. His life, curious 
enough, has a distinct air of romanco about it, 
for in his early days he used to tramp from villa 
to village, and make a living by playing on his 
violin. Jem Mace’s life story is not a sordid, 
blood-thirsty narrative, but is picturesque and 
delightfully told. The first instalment of it appears 
in Tue Bio Bupcer published to-day. Al lovers 
of British sport should read it for it is the only 
autevingraphy of @ champion prize-fighter ever 
written. For this reason it is not only intensely 
interesting but gives one a splendid idea of sport- 
ing life in the middle of the last century.
